A POLITICAL squabble has 
already broken out in the Kent 
seat considered by both Labour 
and the Conservatives as the 
tightest in the country 

With a majority of just 15 votes, current 
Labour transport minister Paul Clark 
faces a difficult task in retaining the 
Gillingham and Rainham ‘super-margin¬ 
al’ which Tory candidate Rehman Chishti 
hopes to wrestle from his grasp. 

Big hitters from both the major parties 
have visited the Medway constituency, 
underlining the key role Kent’s marginal 
seats will play in the General Election.

And the mud-slinging has already 
begun, with Mr Clark accusing Mr 
Chishti of benefiting from controversial 
donations made by the Conservatives’ 
deputy chairman Lord Ashcroft. 

In return, Mr Chishti - who denies 
having received even a penny from the 
‘non-dom’ billionaire - says Mr Clark is 
in the pockets of the trade unions, having 
received “tens of thousands of pounds” 
from Unite. 

According to figures obtained from the 
Electoral Commission, the Gillingham 
and Rainham Tory office received almost 


£16,000 from Lord Ashcroft’s Bearwood 
Corporate Services firm between April, 
2004, and April, 2005. 

However, Mr Chishti - who was select¬ 
ed as a prospective Parliamentary candi¬ 
date in July, 2007 - says Mr Clark is 
clutching at straws by republishing the 
information. 

“He’s scraping the bottom of the barrel 
with these accusations and I would ask 
him to retract them because I’ve never 
received anything from Lord Ashcroft,” 
he said. 

“We, as a constituency office, have been 
very active in raising our own funds, so

we’ve had no need to get them from anywhere 
else. Before Mr Clark makes baseless accusa¬ 
tions he should come clean and reveal how 
much he has been given by Unite since 1997. 

“I understand he’s received tens of thou¬ 
sands of pounds, which shows he is in the 
pockets of the trade unions.” 

Lord Ashcroft - who lives in Belize and does 
not have to pay full tax in this country - 
donates cash to Tory central office, which dis¬ 
tributes it to branches across the country. 

Mr Clark said: “Whether or not they’re still 
indirectly receiving his money through central 
office grants is a matter for Mr Chishti. 

“But as far as me receiving grants from Unite, 
at least their members pay tax in this country.” 

Next month’s General Election will see slight¬ 
ly altered political boundaries in Kent, meaning 
some residents who voted for Mr Clark in 2005 
and helped him gain a 254 majority will now 
vote in neighbouring constituencies. 

It has been worked out that had the new 
boundaries existed five years ago and every¬ 
body had voted the same way, Mr Clark would

have only beaten then-Tory candidate Tim 
Butcher by 15 votes. 

The figure represents a stark contrast to 
when Mr Clark was first elected 13 years ago, 
when he wrested a massive 16,500 majority 
away from Tory James Couchman to win by 
more than 2,000 votes. 

The importance of the constituency has not 
been lost on either party, with Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown visiting on the day he announced 
the General Election, followed by Tory finance 
spokesman George Osborne days later. 

And on Thursday, Secretary of State for 


Transport Lord Adonis also came to town to 
offer his backing to Mr Clark. Tory leader David 
Cameron also gave a speech in Gillingham ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Mr Clark said: “I will rightly have to work hard 
for every single vote and to make sure I con¬ 
vince people I’m the right man for the job. 

“I hope my record of 13 years as an MP and 
eight years before that on the old Gillingham 
Borough Council will show how passionate I 
am about this area.” 

Mr Chishti - who was close friends with the 
assassinated former Pakistani Prime Minister 
Benazir Bhutto - told Kent on Sunday that 
Gillingham and Rainham wanted change. 

He said: “The feeling I get on the streets is 
that people want change. They’re fed up with 
Paul Clark and his party. This is my home and I 
want what’s best for it. I want to be a strong 
voice for my community.” 

The other candidates in the constituency are 
Lib Dem Andrew Stamp, Green Trish Marchant, 
Independent George Meegan, Ukip’s Robert 
Oakley, English Democrat Dean Lacey, and the 
BNP’s Brian Ravenscroft.

County Halt reboots 
internet TV services 


DIGITAL services at County Hall 
are getting a £250,000 revamp 
just months after the controver¬ 
sial Kent TV internet channel was 
axed, writes Marijke Cox. 

And county councillors have admitted some 
of that money will be spent on a video chan¬ 
nel, allowing the public to watch film clips 
promoting council services. 

This is despite Kent TV - which cost tax¬ 
payers £1.8 million - attracting just 2,500 
hits a day. Plans were unveiled at a scrutiny 
committee meeting by Cllr Roger Gough, cab¬ 
inet member for performance management. 

The Tory councillor said the money would 
be spent on improving the events listing 
What’s On, ‘enhancing democracy 5 , promot¬ 
ing tourism and building on webcast services. 

The new project, called Kent Digital 
Services, comes after a relaunch of the 
authority’s website last year, which cost 
almost £277,000. 

Cllr Gough said the service was essential 
to ensure KCC remains interactive with 
residents. 

“We have a fixed budget for this,” he said. “If 


we want additional support or services we 
have £100,000 to commission work, but the 
net budget for this project is £250,000. 

“Digital services are needed. It will provide 
enhanced videos, which are not such good 
quality on the kent.gov website. It will also 
build on the existing webcast and promote 
tourism and services.” 

But Labour leader Cllr Leslie Christie, who 
opposed Kent TV, said he wants to see more 
detailed plans. “Digital is here and that’s a 
fact of life,” he said. “But I want to see more 
details to ensure this £250,000 isn’t wasted 
like the money used on Kent TV.” 

Indulgence 

Cllr Jeremy Kite, Tory representative for 
Dartford Rural, said the authority must be 
careful not to create a Kent TV Mark II. 

He said: “With Kent TV there was a little 
bit of indulgence and mistakes were made. 
We don’t want to find ourselves in that posi¬ 
tion again, although I’m satisfied we’re mov¬ 
ing in the right direction. 

“Kent Digital Services looks more balanced, 
but we must make sure it doesn’t get out of 
kilter.” 

Cllr Kite said it was important the new 


service was what people in Kent wanted. 

“We need to talk to people and find out 
what they need,” he said. “Digital services are 
important, especially for KCC, which is one of 
the biggest local authorities. 

“If there is a school closure or problems 
with roads, people need to know. What we 
don’t want to do is try to compete with com¬ 
mercial TV channels. We’ve seen we can’t 
compete with that.” 

KCC kept ownership of material created by 
Kent TV and this may be used on the 
planned Kent Digital Service web channel. 

Kent TV, run by Bob Geldof s Ten Alps pro¬ 
duction company, was launched in 2007 with 
the intention of being self-funded through 
advertising. 

But the station only made £10,000 in its 
first seven months and a further £350,000 
had to be invested on top of the £1.4m cost of 
the initial trial. 

The station was scrapped in February after 
KCC unsuccessfully put out a new contract 
for firms to manage the website. None of the 
applicants was able to do so without funding.

In the wake of the decision, union bosses voiced concern the pair 
were being removed because of their age. BBC chiefs denied this, but 
after taking legal advice Mr Clark, 63, filed a claim for unfair dis¬ 
missal against his former employer. 

He quit the corporation when his contract expired in October and 
Mrs Thompson, who was allowed to remain with BBC South East in 
a different capacity, decided to leave of her own accord in September. 

Rob Smith and Polly Evans became the new faces of the pro¬ 
gramme, which runs after the 6pm national news every weekday. 

A source at the station said at the time: “Everyone is stunned. 
Geoff will be particularly upset by this decision. He left Meridian in 
2004 to come here and did wonders to our viewing figures. Now 
they’re just tossing him away.” 

A National Union of Journalists 
spokesman at the BBC said he was “deeply 
concerned this is to do with ageism” and 
viewers deluged the station and local 
media with complaints over the axing. 

He added: “It's incredible, when you con¬ 
sider the new line-up are half the combined 
age of Geoff and Bev.” 

The BBC angrily denied the claims, or 
that Mr Clark was released due to cutbacks.

A spokeswoman said: “This has nothing 
to do with age at all. It’s part of a shift 
towards making the programme more jour¬ 
nalism focused.

Four years earlier, Mr Clark nearly died 
after a severe case of pneumonia. Only a 
life-saving operation at Guy’s Hospital in 
London saw him pull through.

BBC bosses are due to hold talks with news presen¬ 
ter Geoff Clark tomorrow in a last-ditch bid to 
resolve their dispute over his controversial sacking. 

The former South East Today frontman is taking the corpora¬ 
tion to an employment tribunal for unfair dismissal. It is due to 
start on Thursday, April 29. 

But in an effort to settle the row and avoid the publicity associat¬ 
ed with a lengthy legal battle, BBC chiefs are due to sit down with 
Mr Clark on Monday for conciliation talks. 

When asked about the format of the talks and who will be pres¬ 
ent, a spokeswoman would only say: “The BBC does not discuss 
staffing or contractual issues.” 

Popular presenters Mr Clark and Beverley Thompson were left 
“fuming and hurt” after their shock removal from presenting BBC 
South East’s primetime weekly news show last year. 

They were told their partnership would end just minutes after 
coming off air on a Wednesday night in June, which stunned col¬ 
leagues at the studios in Tunbridge Wells.

Iceland s leaders ‘not to 
blame’ for bank fiasco 


COUNTY Hall’s finance chief has defended 
the Icelandic government after a report into 
the nation’s banking collapse accused senior 
officials of “negligence”. 

Kent County Council had £50 million of 
taxpayers’ money tied up in the crisis-hit sys¬ 
tem when it fell apart in late 2008, but Cllr 
John Simmonds says the criticism levelled at 
those in charge of it at the time was harsh. 

The report by Iceland’s Special Investiga¬ 
tion Commission said more should have been 
done to limit the damage to the nation of the 
collapse of its biggest banks, specifically crit¬ 
icising former Prime Minister Geir Haarde 
and several of his financial gurus. 

Cllr Simmonds, KCC’s cabinet member for 
finance, said: “Again we dispute the word 
‘negligent’. Had our government not rushed 
in to save banks such as Northern Rock and 
the Royal Bank of Scotland, the same thing 
could have happened in this country. 

“I think it’s a harsh term to use. At the time 
we invested in Icelandic banks they all had 
good ratings from the ratings agencies, as did 
the British banks that came into trouble. 

“The difference is the Icelandic govern¬ 
ment couldn’t step in to help like the British 


government did because of the relative sizes 
of the economies.” 

The term “negligence” is a sore one for KCC 
after the authority was accused of it by the 
Audit Commission following the banking col¬ 
lapse. However, this was later downgraded to 
“careless” following legal threats from 
County Hall. 

Of the £50m frozen in the Icelandic system, 
the UK-based Heritable Bank held £18m, 
Landsbanki £17m and Glitnir £15m. 

Late last year Glitnir announced it was no 
longer regarding local councils as preferen¬ 
tial creditors, but Cllr Simmonds described it 
as “nothing more than a hiccup” and that he 
still expected KCC to recover between 90 and 
92 per cent of all the money invested. 

So far the authority has received £6.5m 
back from Heritable, which will increase by 
about £1.5m per quarter until the majority of 
money tied up in the bank is returned. 

Cllr Simmonds said: “It’s slow but sure at 
the moment but I’m confident we will win our 
court case against Glitnir in the autumn.” 

He added that KCC now placed less 
emphasis on ratings agencies and made 
lower-risk investments.

LEADERS in adult social care have 
discussed ways of transforming 
vital services in the face of massive 
financial challenges. 

With crucial spending cuts needed to tackle 
the national £167 billion deficit outlined by 
Chancellor Alistair Darling last month, offi¬ 
cials at County Hall have admitted the need 
for change. 

At a conference, entitled Changing the Future 
Together, leaders from the public, private and 
voluntaiy sector looked at how to improve serv¬ 
ices despite the potential challenges faced by 
local authorities. 

Oliver Mills, managing director of Kent 
Adult Social Services, said discussions were 
non-political, but addressed the economic 
uncertainties. 

“The main thrust of the meeting was centred 
on how we will work to make the most of what 
we can in a changed financial position,” he said. 

“This includes using not-for-profit organisa¬ 
tions and social enterprises, and making the 
most of the resources they have. 

“We need to keep the focus on needs and 
what people want, and make sure we can pro¬ 
vide this.” 

Social care for adults has been in the spot¬ 
light for the past two weeks after health secre¬ 
tary Andy Burham announced plans to launch 
a National Care Service in England, much like 



the NHS, to help elderly and disabled people. 

Initial proposals to charge a “death tax” of 
£20,000 on every person to fund it was 
scrapped by the Labour government and 
instead Mr Burnham said everyone would 
contribute towards it throughout their lives. 

They would then be entitled to free care 
when they needed it in the future. 

The system would mean an end to the cur¬ 
rent postcode lottery system, where councils 
set their own criteria to decide who qualifies 
for free care. 

But with the General Election set for May 6 
and future proposals uncertain, those working 
in the sector in Kent have outlined changes 
that need to be made regardless of political 
agendas. 

Mr Mills said: “We looked at personalisa¬ 
tion, which gives people choice and control 
over what care they receive. There are

is an entente cordiale 


KENT and Calais are teaming up as part of 
the 2012 Olympics in a bid to welcome the 
world to the cross-Channel region, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

The new Greet the World project is being 
launched by tourism board Visit Kent along¬ 
side officials from the Nord Pas de Calais 
next week. 

Chairwoman of Visit Kent Amanda 
Cottrell and Cllr Kevin Lynes, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for regeneration and economic develop¬ 
ment at Kent County Council, will announce 
the start of the scheme. 

The programme will focus on major cultural 
and sporting events happening in Kent and 
Calais over the next three years, including the 
Olympics and Paralympics and the opening 
of Margate’s long-awaited Turner Gallery. 

Completion of the development, which is a 
celebration of artist JMW Turner’s associa¬ 
tion with the town, is expected in 2011. 

The new Nol Smithery at Chatham’s 
Historic Dockyard with its museum and 
gallery is also a focus of the project. 

And the opportunities of the high-speed 
rail link will be an ongoing theme through¬ 
out the three-year programme. 

A spokeswoman at Visit Kent said there 
are three main aims of the scheme. 

“To prepare the cross-Channel region to 
‘greet the world’ and welcome visitors to the 
Olympic and Paralympic Games and other 
cultural and sporting events, as well as facil¬ 
itating visits between Kent and Nord-Pas de 
Calais,” she said. 

“Secondly, to equip tourism professionals

with a better understanding of their area and 
an ability to welcome international visitors. 

“And lastly, to engage the local community 
in the development of the destination.” 

Included in the project is Kent’s Big Day 
Out, which sees thousands of free tickets to 
the county’s tourist attractions distributed to 
residents. 

The Greet the World scheme looks set to 
cost £1 million and is being funded by an EU 
grant. Partners involved are Visit Kent, 
KCC and the Comite Regional de Tourism 
Nord-Pa de Calais. 

In January the leader of Pas-de-Calais 
county council Dominique Dupilet raised 
eyebrows when he boasted of his town’s 
“Englishness” in an attempt to coax Olympic 
business to the French side of the Channel - 
21 miles from Dover. 


different packages designed for different peo¬ 
ple’s needs. We also focused on technology, 
such as Telecare and Telehealth, which allow 
people to live independently, but with care on 
hand if they need it. 

“There are some service ideas that come 
from Government policy, but we want to look 
at how to bring these home to real people to 
enable them to live their lives.” 

Trying to get more people to take up appren¬ 
ticeships in social care as well as improving 
skills of staff involved were also considered. 

Chairing the conference was Donna Francis, 
who suffers from dwarfism. 

The 26-year-old is just 3ft 7ins and suffers 
from chronic pains in her joints. 

She receives help from adult services at 
KCC, but says she continues to live an inde¬ 
pendent life. 

“I have my own personal assistant who helps 
me with things I’m unable to do,” she said. 

“I still live my own life though; I work and can 
do a lot of things myself, but this personalised 
package means I get help where I need it.” 

Ms Francis said it was important for her 
to chair the conference as it gave an insight 
into the challenges faced by those needing 
social care. 

“It’s hard to come to terms with the fact that 
you need help, but with personalisation you 
can continue to live independently,” she said.

“Basically, there are two elements to my 
role,” Ireland, 33, said. “One is to give them 
access to the forest. Some groups come from 
London and are made up of people who possi¬ 
bly hardly ever get to see green spaces. For 
them, it’s liberating. The groups I taught today 
often cycle here so I’m showing them off-road 
skills, like how to turn on loose surfaces.” 

For two days a week, Ireland teaches in 
inner city London, but for the rest of the 
working week he escapes to the country. His 
activities include holiday off-road skills clubs 
for children, and he might look at running 
sessions for individuals next year. 

His role is the result of a partnership 
between a number of organisations, includ¬ 
ing the Forestry Commission, Bedgebury 
Forest Cycle Club and Tunbridge Wells 
Learning Disability Partnership. 

A qualified CTC off-road cycle coach, 
Ireland discovered a love of mountain biking 
after spending a few years skiing abroad. On 
his return to the UK he was looking for 
something to give him an equivalent adren¬ 


alin rush and he found it on two wheels. 

He is keen to encourage others to give it a 
try, particularly people who might think the 
thrill of mountain biking is not for them. 

“Sometimes people can be a bit timid, espe¬ 
cially when they are just used to riding on 
flat surfaces. But once they find they can con¬ 
trol the bike they can relax and enjoy it.” 

Ireland believes it is particularly important 
to get children involved in cycling for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. 

“There is an access problem, particularly in 
London,” he said. “Speaking to young people 
I discover that they find small woods where 
they can build jumps and trails, but they 
generally get knocked down by councils. 

“There’s a real demand and cycling is an 
alternative to traditional sports like football. 
It possibly targets children who would not be 
playing the team games and it’s a great way 
to keep healthy.” 

As well as getting novices into the sport 
and attracting people to Bedgebury, Ireland 
would like to discover new mountain biking 
stars and nurture the talent of local riders. 

“I would like to encourage the skills of the 
gifted and talented riders and possibly get 
them into competitions,” he said. 

“Bedgebuiy has beautiful forest - you can 
ride for 10 minutes and be miles away and see 
no-one, which is quite unique. It is close 
enough to London to access, but just far 
enough away to feel like you’re in the country.”

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Nuclear pressure builds up

SENIOR Kent politicians have 
thrown their weight behind a cam¬ 
paign calling for a new nuclear 
power station at Dungeness. 

County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter was 
among those who attended a presentation on 
Tuesday evening, during which he gave his 
support for plans to build a third reactor on 
the existing site. 

The plans for Dungeness C were thrown into 
disarray late last year when the Government 
left it off a list of 11 potential locations where 
new nuclear power stations might be built. 

More than 500 people are employed at 
Dungeness B, and campaigners fear the com¬ 
munity will crumble if its main employer ceas¬ 
es to exist. Dungeness A is currently being 
decommissioned from use. 

Tuesday’s meeting was a joint venture 
between KCC and Shepway council, and was 
co-hosted by the latter’s chairwoman Cllr 
Susan Carey. 

She said: “EDF Energy told us the plant con¬ 
tributes £30 million to the local economy every 
year, so you can imagine what would happen if 
that came to an end. 

“We would very much like to see a nuclear 
future for Dungeness, and I think everyone 
was shocked when it was left off the 
Government’s list because it seems a no-brain¬ 
er when we already have two reactors there. 

“It was very encouraging to see at the meet¬ 
ing the level of support that exists for the 
plant, and Cllr Carter made it really clear that 
he sees this as a very important issue for Kent.

“He gave us unequivocal support from KCC, 
which is brilliant news.” 

Had the site been approved, the new 
Dungeness C reactor would have seen 
about 2,000 workers employed during con¬ 
struction and a further 350 to 450 over a 
60-year period. 

The Government said it had left it off the 
shortlist due to the “adverse effect” it would 
have on the area’s internationally unique 
ecosystem, this was based on advice from 
Natural England. 

However, just days after the announce¬ 
ment, Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
revealed that Dungeness had not been com¬ 
pletely ruled out as a possible location for a 
new nuclear power station. 

“That gave us just a little bit of hope,” said 
Romney Marsh county councillor William 
Richardson. “But nobody can understand 
why Dungeness was left off at all when we 
all thought it was going to be top of the list. 

“Dungeness has already created a power 
station workforce and thousands of new 
homes have been built in New Romney and 
on St Mary’s Bay as a result. If there was¬ 
n’t a power station, they would have 
nowhere to work.” 


Tuesday’s meeting was also attended by 
Dungeness B station director Graham Finn, who 
told the audience of about 100 invited guests 


that EDF had far from given up the fight. 

He said: “We were disappointed to see 
Dungeness was not included in the draft 
National Policy Statement on nuclear energy. 

“We agree with the Government’s conclusion 
on the urgent need for substantial amounts of 
new low-carbon generation to be on stream by 
2025, a significant proportion of which is 
expected to be met by nuclear power. 

“However, we feel it is too early to rule out 
Dungeness’ potential role as a site suitable for 
future low carbon. 

“Furthermore, the existing power stations at 
Dungeness have proved to be good neighbours, 
as the local community have testified through 
their support for new build at the site.”

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Outrage of speed 
camera chiefs as 

‘legal loophole’ ad 
tar gets motorists 


Rent arrears a 
costly error for 
dodgy director 

CORRUPT property developer Julian Brealy 
(inset) thought he could influence planning 
applications by ignoring a Canterbury 
councillor’s £36,000 rent arrears. 

But the former millionaire thought wrong. 

Brealy, 51, was jailed 
for 15 months by a 
judge at Maidstone 
Crown Court after a 
jury found him guilty 
of trying to corrupt 
Herne Bay Liberal 
Democrat councillor 
Roger Matthews. 

Cllr Matthews has¬ 
n’t paid rent since 
mid 2003, on a flat in Beltinge Road, Heme 
Bay, owned Breal/s company. 

The pair were arrested after auditors 
reported Brealy to the police. The same jury 
acquitted Cllr Matthews last month. 

Judge David Griffith-Jones QC said 
Brealy ignored the arrears because he 
hoped Cllr Matthews would influence plan¬ 
ning applications in his favour. 

Defence counsel Phillip Noble said Brealy 
had been sacked by Hollamby Estates, the 
property company he ran, and his removal 
from his post running Heme Bay Golf Club 
could result in 30 job losses. 

He said Brealy donated two football pitch¬ 
es to a local school and worked for the golf 
club free of charge. 

He said: “To put my client in prison will 
not help the community one iota.” 

Brealy was banned from holding a 
company directorship for five years and 
disqualified from standing for public office 
for the same period.

A LAW firm has apologised, but 
also defended, an advertising 
campaign that says its solicitors 
will use “legal loopholes” to get 
speeding motorists off the hook. 

The controversial cartoon ad for My Brief 
based at Chatham Dockyard, has angered the 
Kent and Medway Safety Camera Partnership. 

It has run in local newspapers in Kent and 
features a florist’s lorry from a company called 
Ian O’Scent being flashed by a roadside speed 
camera, and the driver getting a summons. 

A tip from the driver’s wife to call My Brief 
leads to a solicitor telling the driver: “Don’t 
wony - let’s see if there are any legal loopholes, 
and if not, I’ll try to get you the best possible 
outcome.” 

The final cartoon frame shows the delighted 
driver and the lawyer outside court with the 
speeder declaring: “Thanks! What an excellent 
result!” 

But the ad is “irresponsible” said the organi¬ 
sation that runs the speed cameras in the 
county, adding that it is “outraged”. 

Partnership spokeswoman Katherine Barrett 
said: “By adopting a cartoon strip approach it 
trivialises the issue of speeding and road safety. 

“By suggesting that legal loopholes can be 
exploited to help motorists who are genuinely 
guilty of speeding to ‘get away with it’ is also 
rather distasteful. This simplistic approach to 
road safety ignores the fact speeding is a major 
contributor to accidents and personal injuries 
and deaths on the roads of Kent and Medway. 

“The advert also portrays the driver as an 
innocent party, when in fact he has broken the 
law by driving too fast.” 

Mr Barrett said some 30,000 speeding tick¬ 
ets were issued to motorists across Kent and 
Medway in 2009, but despite this drivers are 
slowing down. 

The Partnership said it has seen a 63 per 
cent reduction in the number of people killed 
or seriously injured across its yellow fixed 


safety camera sites and safety camera van 
sites since they were introduced. 

Ms Barrett added: “That’s 324 casualties that 
have been prevented. This is excellent news, 
but irresponsible adverts like this one only 
serve to undermine our attempts to encourage 
motorists that excessive speed is a killer.” 

Jeremy Betts runs the company, which says 
on its website: “We can vigorously investigate 
your case and see if the police have complied 
with the letter of the law.” 

Conviction 

He has 15 years’ experience in criminal law, 
and told KoS Media: “We apologise if our 
advert has caused offence. It was not our 
intention in running the campaign to upset 
any members of the public. 

“We realise the valuable work that the Kent 
and Medway Safety Camera Partnership 
undertake and do not in any way condone 
those motorists which clearly flout the law. 

“The amount of convictions which are suc¬ 
cessful is a testament to the correct procedures 
which often take place. 

“However, it is everybody’s right to ensure 


the evidence the prosecution put forward is 
sufficient to secure a conviction. 

“In adopting the cartoon it was made clear 
that we do not only seek to ensure the prose¬ 
cution have undertaken the necessary proce¬ 
dures, but also if the motorist is guilty we will 
still act on their behalf. 

“The majority of motorist who are caught 
speeding normally lead law-abiding lives and 
are often very concerned when they receive a 
summons from the police. We try and reassure 
such people and assist them to get through 
this difficult time. 

“Unfortunately, there have been occasions, 
although I am pleased to say not in Kent, 
where speeding equipment has proved to be 
faulty and motorists have been wrongly 
flashed even though they had been travelling 
under the limit. 

“We have had positive feedback from some 
readers regarding our cartoon and our cam¬ 
paign has been running since mid December, 
2009. We are in the process of reviewing our 
marketing and will take in to account the views 
which some members of the public have 
expressed. We apologise for any offence caused.”

THE result of the General Election 
next month could help seal the fate 
of the Dartford crossing which is fac¬ 
ing being sold to a private company. 

Small firms that regularly use the 
bridge and tunnels said they will be 
appealing to the new Members of 
Parliament to safeguard the vital 
crossing that links Kent with Essex. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling con¬ 
firmed the proposed sale, to bolster 
Treasury funds, during his last 
Budget speech. 

But business owners, already 
smarting from a recent rise in fees 
to use the crossing, are worried a 
new owner may send transport bills 
soaring with massive hikes in tolls. 

The Government has already 
gone back on a historic promise to 
lift all the tolls once the crossing was 
paid for, which happened in 2003. 

Five years later the tolls went up 
for some parts of the day. 


Businessmen say the lure of easy 
cash from an already established 
infrastructure was just too much for 
any Chancellor to resist. 

The Federation of Small 
Businesses, which represents more 
than 200,000 UK businesses has 
called for the new MPs to press for 
protection for business users. 

It wants the Government to hon¬ 
our the promise originally made 
that £1.50 tolls for cars and £3.70 
for lorries would be axed. 

The QEII bridge opened in 1991, 
and the first tunnel in 1963. Some 
150,000 vehicles use it every day. 
The second tunnel opened in 1983. 

The FSB demanding any sale 
contains strict legally-binding 
requirements to keep tolls down. 

FSB’s Kent regional organiser 
Andrew Aves said they are organis¬ 
ing a series of meetings with local 
candidates before the election. 


He said: “We want to influence 
people before the event rather than 
crying over spilt milk afterwards. 
The tolls are already creating bot¬ 
tlenecks limiting traffic movement 
to a set number per hour. 

“Any new owner will want to put 
up the tolls to increase revenue as 
they can’t increase traffic flow with¬ 
out major investment. 

“Number plate recognition sys¬ 
tems like they use in London could 
be used to speed up traffic, but 
paying for that to be installed could 
lead to a rise in fees. 

“Government figures show con¬ 
gestion starts at 4,000 vehicles an 
hour, while a four-lane motorway 
can take up to 7,000 an hour before 
speeds drop to 50mph, which is the 
speed limit here anyway. 

“Doing away with the tolls will 
lead to a huge rise in efficiency for 
small companies.”

SENIOR Tory George Osborne vis¬ 
ited Medway on Monday to back the 
campaigns of the three Conservative 
parliamentary candidates and voice 
his support for small businesses.

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Grey expectations

PARTY leaders have been warned 
against dismissing the influence 
of elderly voters in the run-up to 
the General Election, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Social care charities believe the so-called 
‘grey vote’ could have a big part to play in 
determining who wins next month, and are 
calling on older people to ensure their voice is 
heard. 

According to Age UK - the new name for 
Age Concern and Help the Aged - people aged 
over 55 will cast four out of every 10 votes and 
make up the majority in many marginal 
seats, of which there are many in Kent. 

Paul Coles, chief executive of the charity’s 
Maidstone branch, said it was unwise to 
assume elderly residents will go to the polls 
and remain loyal to a particular party. 

He said: “It’s well known older people are 
more likely to vote than younger people, but 
it shouldn’t be assumed they are set in their 
ways. They are always open to new ideas. 

“It’s important their views are heard 
because they have experience and a lot have 


voted in elections for 40-odd years. Their 
votes are important and they should be tar¬ 
geted with policies.” 

Anne Belworthy, chair of Canterbury and 
District Pensioners’ Forum, agreed Kent’s 
older voters had an important role to play. 

She said: “I don’t think we have a right to be 
targeted more than any other group, but 
deserve equal attention and that’s something 
we don’t always get. But I can understand 
why Labour in particular is doing it, because 
there’s a whole generation of voters who can’t 
remember what it was like when [Margaret] 
Thatcher was in charge.” 

According to Age UK, over-55s will account 
for the majority of votes cast in 319 con¬ 
stituencies. ‘Grey majorities’ are held in 94 
highly marginal seats, including Sitting- 
bourne and Sheppey, where securing votes 
among this age group could mean the differ¬ 
ence between success and failure. 

Mrs Belworthy said there were several 
issues older voters were keen to receive 
assurances on. She said: “The main thing is 
they want spending on healthcare safeguard¬ 
ed. Improvements in this area have been so 
great over the last few years that we want it 


to be maintained. We would also very much 
like assurances that free bus and train travel 
will be maintained because it’s so important 
for older people to get out and be active. 
Isolation causes them to be unwell and to be 
a further burden on the taxpayer.” 

The publication of the Age UK report coin¬ 
cided with the launch of the charity’s General 
Election campaign - Our Power is Our 
Number - which asks older voters to put five 
key questions to their candidates. 

These are based on the reform of the social 
care system, improving pensions, axing 
enforced retirement, making the NHS fit for 
later life, and enabling older people to play a 
greater role in society. 

Mr Coles said: “Older people want to know 
how care is going to be funded in the long 
term, they want to know if current levels of 
daycare will continue to be supported and 
they want to know what the long-term future 
is for pensions. 

“Party leaders are increasingly aware of 
how important the older vote is because we 
have an aging population. Perhaps the next 
step is to visit them more to find out exactly 
what it is they want.”

Lord Pearson visited the coun¬ 
ty on Thursday and told KOS 
Media his party’s new policy was 
to put the country first and back 
would-be MPs who support UK 
independence. “We don’t want to 
stand against politicians who 
share our main goals,” he said. 
“That’s why we are supporting 
Conservative Mark Reckless in 
Rochester and Strood. I would 
have liked for us to do the same 
in Sittingbourne and Sheppey 
because Gordon Henderson is a 
Eurosceptic and I would have 
liked our candidate to step down. 

Unfortunately I haven’t been 
able to persuade him. I’ve actu¬ 
ally got a little bet going with 
him because he says he’ll win 
the seat and I’ve promised him a 
magnum of whisky if he does.

Lord Pearson was elected Ukip 
leader in November after 
Bromley’s Nigel Farage stepped 
down to concentrate on contest¬ 
ing the Buckingham seat. 

Former Toiy Lord Pearson - 
who was expelled from the party 
in 2004 after calling on voters to 
back Ukip - was in Kent to sup¬ 
port those concerned about the 
privatisation of the Port of Dover. 

He said the half a billion 
pounds the Government expects 
to make from the sale could be 
saved by cutting ties with the EU. 

He said: “You’ve got to put that 
against the cost of our member¬ 
ship, which is about £124 billion 
a year. In 2008, Government fig¬ 
ures say we gave £6.6bn to 
Brussels. It’s silly to say we can’t 
find half a billion when we’re 
throwing so much money away 
on Europe.”

THE political make-up of Kent will see big 
changes next month, regardless of which 
seats are won and lost. 

Even in the unlikely event that both main 
parties’ seats remain unchanged, the 
retirement of eight of the county’s MPs - 
including several key names - means there 
will be new faces after May 6. 

Perhaps the biggest blow to the Tories is 
the loss of two of its most senior - and 
controversial - MPs in former party leader 
Michael Howard and the woman who once 
described him as having “something of the 
night” about him, Ann Widdecombe. 

But having sat in the Commons for 27 
and 23 years respectively, the retirement of 
two of the biggest names in British politics 
came as little surprise, 
r 1 Former prisons minister Miss 
k m Widdecombe (pictured left) 
* said: “Although Parliament was 
J dissolved on Monday, it doesn’t 
M feel strange that I’m no longer 
■—^ an MP because I’m still tying up 
my constituents’ affairs. 

“I’m also involved with a full election 
campaign, so not much has changed yet. 

“I wouldn’t say I’m counting the days, 
but I’m certainly looking forward to being 
retired.” 

A supporter of traditional family values, 
Ms Widdecombe is also known for her 
outspoken views on such subjects as fox¬ 
hunting and anti-social behaviour. 

Asked if she had any regrets, Miss 
Widdecombe replied: “None at all. You can 
always talk about wanting to go back and

tweak things, but I wouldn’t have done anything 
differently.” 

In comparison, Mr Howard - who led the Tories 
for two years before David Cameron took over in 
2005 - told KOS Media there were “quite a few 

n things” he would have done differently. 

Despite declining to reveal what they 
might be, the former Folkestone and 
Hythe MP (left) said he was also 
pleased with what he had achieved. 

He said: “I’m proud of my record 
in government, particularly in the 
Home Office and as leader of the opposition, 
even though we didn’t achieve everything we 
wanted to. 

“It feels a bit strange no longer being an MP, but 
I announced my retirement four years ago so I’ve 


had plenty of time to get used to the idea.” 

Asked if he was envious of Mr Cameron’s suc¬ 
cess since taking over leadership of the party, Mr 
Howard said: “No, not at all. The way we look at 
it is that if he wins, it’s partly due to a lot of the 
work we put in when I was leader.” 

The two other Kent Tories who have also 
stepped down are Derek Conway (Old Bexley & 
Sidcup) - who had the whip removed last year 
when it emerged he paid his student son an 
inflated parliamentary salary - and Orpington’s 
John Horam. 

Among the four Labour MPs to have 
gone are rebellious Medway represen¬ 
tative Bob Marshall-Andrews (right), 
and Erith and Thamesmead veteran 
John Austin.

Guilty of a £6m 
mortgage fraud 


Company fined 
after employee 
falls to his death 

A PLANT hire company has been fined 
£200,000 for health and safety failings that 
lead to an employee falling five metres to 
his death. 

The Health and Safety Executive prosecuted 
Ashtead Plant Hire Co Ltd, trading as APlant, 
which admitted breaching the Health and 
Safety at Work Act. 

The company, based in Warrington, was also 
ordered to pay £15,698.30 costs at Maidstone 
Crown Court. 

Phillip Pearce, 55, from Medway, had worked 
at the company’s depot at Tovil, Maidstone - 
where it provide portable accommodation units 
to the construction industry - for less than three 
months when he died on August 16, 2006. 

Two units were stacked on top of each other, 
Mr Pearce climbed onto the top of the stack to 
help attach lifting chains so the top unit could 
be lifted down. He fell more than five metres 
and died at the scene. 

He had not been issued with safety equip¬ 
ment or given training, in breach of the compa¬ 
ny’s own policy. 


Nazi loot lecture 

A RENOWNED historian and leading expert 
on Nazism will give the Vice-Chancellor’s 
Lecture at the University of Kent. 

Titled Looted Art in Europe 1938-45 and its 
Restitution since the Second World War, Prof 
Richard Evans’ lecture will be at the universi¬ 
ty’s Canterbury campus on April 30, at 6pm. 

In the free public lecture, Prof Evans will 
explore the reasons why the Nazis stole cultur¬ 
al objects, and trace what has been done to 
restore these objects to their original owners. 


A MEMBER of a criminal gang 
that made millions from mort¬ 
gage fraud had so much money, 
she stuffed her house with 13 flat 
screen TVs and had a Bentley in 
the garage, writes Chris Murphy. 

Anthonia Akinyele, 35, from Wittisham 
Close, Chatham, admitted her part in the £6 
million scam and was jailed for four years 
during a hearing at Southwark Crown Court. 

Another woman and three men had 
already been jailed for a total of 19 years. 

The court was told Akinyele, Ruth Ayinde- 
Azeez, Isaac Matthews from Chatham, 
David Hunter, and Jason Mercer, targeted 
properties across the UK. 

They provided false mortgage applications 
and then used the loans to fund luxurious 
lifestyles, laundering the proceeds abroad. 

Former part-time care worker Ayinde- 
Azeez denied everything but was found 
guilty of money laundering. 

The others admitted various money laun¬ 
dering offences and conspiracy to defraud 
charges at earlier hearings. 

Ayinde-Azeez was living an opulent 
lifestyle with the proceeds of the fraud. She 
was in the process of buying a £2.1m five- 
bedroom house in Hertfordshire and had 
put down a £100,000 cash deposit. 

It was kitted out with 13 flat screen televi¬ 
sions, expensive Bang and Olufsen home 
entertainment systems, a gym and sauna. 


She owned a Bentley CTC and a Land 
Rover Discovery, worth a total of £190,000. 
She also frequently stayed at top hotels in 
luxurious locations around the world. Police 
seized some of items under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

She received £1.5m paid into her bank, 
which she then sent to associates in Dubai. 

She owned a 20 per cent share in a broker¬ 
age business M Solutions and Financial Ltd, 
which passed false mortgage applications to 
a solicitors firm. 

Once they were approved by a financial 
body, the money would be sent to the solici¬ 
tor’s client account and then on to two busi¬ 
ness accounts controlled by Akinyele and 
Matthews. 

Millions 

Their businesses, Isaac and Isaacs, and 
Zikkito, have now been dissolved and finan¬ 
cial enquiries revealed that more than £6m 
went through the accounts in just six weeks. 

Matthews was arrested in February, 2008, 
at a Holiday Inn in Dartford, when police 
seized a Rolex watch and a Gucci watch. 

Akinyele was arrested at her home in 
Chatham on the same day. 

Mercer and Hunter were puppets in the 
fraud, the court heard. Their role was to 
allow the others to use their details on the 
mortgage applications and pay the loans off 
for a couple of months via direct debit. 

They then cancelled those direct debits 
and were paid huge sums of money.

Det Con Terry Lambert said: “This was a 
meticulously planned fraud with involve¬ 
ment from a number of different criminals 
using seemingly legitimate businesses to 
launder huge amounts of money in a very 
short space of time. 

“We will now be looking to confiscate any 
assets under the Proceeds of Crime Act from 
those convicted.” 

Ruth Ayinde-Azeez, 26, of Barnet, was 
found guilty of one count of conspiracy to 
acquire, use or have criminal property, and 
one count of removing criminal property. 
She got four years. 

Matthews, 42, also of Wittersham Close, 
Chatham, admitted conspiring to commit 
money laundering and transferring money 
out of the UK and was sentenced to six 
years. 

Hunter, 35, of Hemel Hempstead, pleaded 
guilty to conspiracy to defraud and got three 
years and nine months. 

Mercer, 37, also from Hemel Hempstead, 
was given one year and nine months after 
admitting money laundering. 

Police are still looking for Victor Ayinde- 
Azeez, 32. He is thought to be in Nigeria. 
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Kent Poles to unite 
in grief at service 
for dead president 


GRIEVING members of Kent’s 
thriving Polish community will 
attend a memorial service this 
weekend following the tragic 
death of their president. 

Lech Kaczynski, his wife Maria and scores 
of other senior officials were killed on 
Saturday, April 10, when the aeroplane they 
were travelling in clipped treetops and 
crashed while attempting to land in 
Smolensk, western Russia. 

The tragedy has sparked an outpouring of 
grief among British-based Poles, including in 
Kent where more than 3,500 are spread out 
across towns including Canterbury, 
Maidstone and Ashford. 

A significant number are expected to 
attend Sunday’s mass, which takes place at 
St Francis’ Roman Catholic Church, 
Maidstone, at 4pm. 

Jan Zacylski, 50, from Ashford, runs the 
website Polkent, which provides informa¬ 
tion and advice to Polish residents in 
Kent. 

He said of the President’s death: ‘We 
are all really sad. This is a really big 
tragedy for us and I’m still in shock. 

It’s very hard for me to even talk 
about it. We never expected some¬ 
thing like this to happen. 

“In Kent we have joined 
Poles around the world in 
grieving, because Presi¬ 
dent Kaczynski was 
a really good man i 
and a lot of people 
died with him, too. 

“He came across as 
a veiy nice person. 

He was veiy warm 
and friendly and peo¬ 
ple loved him - even 
those who didn’t vote 
for him in the elec¬ 
tions. We miss him, 
we miss all of them. 

It’s very sad.”

ice in Maidstone coincides with the joint burial 
of President Kaczynski and his First Lady, 
which follows a week-long period of mourning 
in Poland. 

Father Tadeusz Dec - who flew back to his 
home nation after the tragedy - returned 
to Kent earlier this week to enable him to 
perform the ceremony at St Francis’. 

Poland is predominantly a Roman Catholic 
country and as a result members of the 
Polish community are no strangers to associ¬ 
ated churches in Kent. 

Father John Boyle - priest at St Simon Stock 
Catholic Church, Ashford - said the tragedy 
had hit many of his parishioners hard. 

He added: “When I heard what had hap¬ 
pened I immediately thought about all the 
Polish people here in Ashford because I 
knew they would be devastated by 
such terrible news. 

“That was confirmed when they 
came to church the next day and 
were all very sad indeed. Some 
decided not to come to the 
morning service because 
they were glued to their 
television screens. 

“I didn’t know too 
much about the 
^ president before his 
death, but it’s clear 
he was very popular 
with his people. He 
was a good practicing 
Catholic as well and 
wanted to uphold those 
values in his countiy. 

“Whatever political 
persuasion they are, 
the Polish people have 
united to grieve as one.”

Olympian backs paralysed 
sailor’s Bahraini voyage 


QUADRIPLEGIC yachtswoman Hilary 
Lister’s bid to sail single-handedly around 
Bahrain has been given a major boost with 
help from a double Olympic gold medallist. 

British Olympic sailor and TV presenter 
Shirley Robertson is backing the fundraising 
sail by Lister, who is paralysed from the neck 
down. 

Lister, from Faversham, navigates her 
specially adapted 20ft yacht Arty using a 
sophisticated set of ‘sip and puff’ straws she 
can either blow or suck on. 

To raise even more money for charity, she 
is preparing for a gruelling 100-mile solo 
journey around the coastline of Bahrain. 

Robertson, who won gold in Sydney, 2000, 
and Athens, 2004, is spending four days in 
the Kingdom as a guest of Sail Bahrain, 
where she will attend a series of fund-raising 
events for local charity, Bahrain Mobility 
International which provides social rehabili¬ 
tation and services to disabled people 
throughout Bahrain. 

Robertson, who hosts a sailing show on 
American TV station CNN, said: “I recently 
interviewed Hilary in Korea when she was

How 1919 election saw newsp a per magnate become youngest ever MP 


WITH the countdown to next 
month’s General Election now 
well under way, prospective 
MPs of all ages are busy 
canvassing support for their 
political campaigns, writes 
Steve Knight. 

Such is the diverse nature of British 
democracy that among those clamouring 
to represent Kent constituencies in the 
House of Commons this time around are 
a female pom film director, and a record- 
breaking world explorer. 

But all would do well to follow the exam¬ 
ple set by the late Esmond Harmsworth - 
the 2nd Viscount Rothermere - who in 
1919 became one of, if not the youngest 
ever MP, when he was elected by the 
people of the Isle of Thanet aged just 21. 

And after serving a decade-long stint in 
Parliament, Harmsworth’s legacy lives on 
in the Daily Mail newspaper that his 
family launched and continues to own to 
this day.

Bom the son of the Mail’s financial 
wizard Harold Harmsworth, on May 29, 
1898, the younger Harmsworth was edu¬ 
cated at Eton College and later commis¬ 
sioned into the Royal Marine Artillery. 

His most important role during his time 
in the Marines was when he served as 
Aide-de-Camp for Prime Minister David 
Lloyd George at the 1919 Paris Peace 
Conference, which took place after the 
end of World War One and resulted in the 
formation of the League of Nations. 

Later that year Harmsworth was 
elected as the MP for Thanet - which was 
then one single constituency - and was 
the baby of the House at just 21. 

It is thought he remains the youngest 
ever MP to this day. 

His exit from politics a decade later 
coincided with him taking a greater role 
in the newspaper businesses established 
by his father Harold and uncle Alfred - 
later Lord Northcliffe. 

Harmsworth was the chairman of 
Associated Newspapers between 1932 
and 1971 and chairman of its parent 
company, Daily Mail and General Trust 
Ltd, from 1938 until his death aged 80 
on July 12,1978. 

It is widely believed that had it not been 
for his business acumen, both might have 
fallen out of his family’s control. 

Instead the Harmsworth name still has 
strong links with the companies, with 
majority ownership being voted by his 
grandson Harold and a significant minor¬ 
ity by his son Vyvyan. 

During his eventful life, Harmsworth 
married three times and had four children. 

One of his former wives - Anne 
Charteris - married James Bond creator 
Ian Fleming in 1952.

UNSIGNED bands will have an 
even greater struggle for recogni¬ 
tion if the BBC goes ahead with 
controversial cutback proposals, 
warns a Kent-based scholar. 

Dr Beau Webber - an honorary research 
fellow at the University of Kent - has 
launched a Downing Street petition calling on 
the Government to change the way the corpo¬ 
ration is funded, so its services can be 
strengthened rather than slashed. 

The move comes after the BBC announced 
last month that it wants to axe half of its 
websites, as well as the radio sta¬ 
tions 6 Music and Asian Network. 

Dr Webber, who runs the Kent 
Folk information website for local 
bands, said the corporation was 
heading in the wrong direction. 

He said: “BBC documentaries, 
music programmes and news 
reporting are of a remarkably high 
standard on a world basis, and 
form part of what it is to be British. 

“In particular the type of music it 
supports is absolutely wonderful, 
and we don’t want to start losing 
this. If we do it will make it much 
harder for young people and bands 
to get to the point of nationwide 
and worldwide recognition.” 

The Kent Folk website - 
www.kentfolk.com - contains infor¬ 
mation for local bands and singers 
from across the county, including 
gig calendars, audition dates and 
links to song clips and videos. 

Dr Webber said the BBC needed 
to concentrate on similar websites, 
but on a larger scale, and that live 
bands would suffer if the corpora¬ 
tion went ahead with the cutbacks.

He said: “Unsigned bands are the 
future of live music, so to suggest 
it’s time to cut back on the easiest 
portals to provide information on 
these bands is totally wrong. 

“Some groups manage to get 
their songs played on the national 
programmes, but there’s a lack of 
follow-up information about them 
afterwards. The website links and 
band information is on the web 


pages, so it’s not going to help if 
these are lost. 

“Eventually they will just give 
up. It’s hard enough at the moment 
because pub gigs have almost died 
in Kent over the last few years.” 

BBC director general Mark 
Thompson announced the shake- 
up by revealing that half of the cor¬ 
poration’s websites would be shut 
down by 2013, saving £600 million 


which will be diverted into pro- 
gramme-making. 

The impending closure of 6 Music 
has sparked arguably the most 
heated opposition, with a Facebook 
group supporting its survival hav¬ 
ing attracted more than 170,000 
members so far. Campaigners who 
want to the save the station - whose 
presenters include Lauren Laveme 
and Pulp frontman Jarvis Cocker - 
have received backing from pop 
stars David Bowie and Lily Allen. 

Last weekend the Sunday Times 
speculated that the station may be 
re-launched as Radio Two Extra, 
but this was denied by the BBC. 

Dr Webber said it was about time 
the Government intervened and 
changed the way the corporation 
was funded. 

He said: “I think the rules can be 
changed. At the moment it’s almost 
entirely funded by the licence fee, 
but there must be other ways.”

The move was started by Chris 
and Sarah Shade, from Rochester, 
who called for support to fight BBC 
plans to axe 6 Music along with the 
Asian Network station. 

They started a Facebook group - 
which boasts almost 6,000 mem¬ 
bers - in a bid to put a stop to plans. 

Despite the song falling short at 
number 56 in last Sunday charts, 
Mr Shade said he was delighted. 

“This is the first time Half Man 
Half Biscuit has ever had a hit single 
in the charts in 25 years,” he said. 

“It doesn’t matter it didn’t come 
in at number six - the campaign 
has been highlighted through this, 
which is what we wanted to do.” 

Mr Shade said the idea started as 
a joke after couple Jon and Tracy 
Mortar organised the Rage Against 
the Machine campaign which 
stopped X Factor winner Joe 
McElderry from getting the 
Christmas number one. 

“We thought we’d do it too, but 
didn’t realise it would go this far,” 
said Mr Shade. 

“DJs at the BBC were told they 
couldn’t play it, but 6 Music DJ Tom 
Robinson played it, and I spoke to 
the band’s manager who said lead 
singer Nigel Blackwell was very flat¬ 
tered. We see this as being a great 
representation of all that 6 Music is 
about, a home for new acts and 
music that gets no exposure any¬ 
where else on the radio.”

o pened to salute 70 th anniversary

THIS year sees the 70th anniver¬ 
sary of the historic World War Two 
evacuation of the beaches at 
Dunkirk when 338,000 Allied sol¬ 
diers were rescued from the Nazis 
by an armada of warships, mer¬ 
chant vessels and pleasure craft. 

Operation Dynamo, as the evacuation was 
known, was overseen from underneath Dover 
Castle. And to mark the anniversary the 
labyrinth of tunnels below the castle will be 
open to the public as part of a series of events 
at the historic site from May 28-June 4. 

Vice Admiral Bertram Ramsay, who was 
given less than a week to prepare the British 
escape from northern France, oversaw 
Operation Dynamo. 

From his headquarters in the tunnels he 
directed and inspired a small staff who had 
the daunting task of planning the evacuation 
of British and French troops while under con¬ 
stant attack from German forces. 

By May 26,1940, Ramsay had assembled 15 
passenger ferries at Dover and 20 at 
Southampton. It was hoped these would be able 
to pick up troops from the quays at Dunkirk. 
But minefields and shelling from German bat¬ 
teries on the French coast forced evacuation 
convoys to take longer routes to Dunkirk. 

The first convoy, after sustaining heavy air 


attacks, found the port of Dunkirk with its oil 
tanks ablaze and only the passenger ferries 
Royal Daffodil and the Canterbury succeeded 
in berthing. 

By the end of the first day just 7,500 troops 
had been rescued, and it was clearly impossi¬ 
ble to use the port. 

Officers on the beaches signalled for the res¬ 
cue ships to be diverted to the east of the town. 

Ramsay knew he needed more seacraft. 

In London, the Admiralty’s Small Vessels 
Pool had been collecting all available sea¬ 
worthy pleasure craft. With volunteer crews, 


many of whom had never sailed out of sight of 
land before, they were checked at Sheemess 
Dockyard and then sent to Ramsgate to await 
final sailing orders. 

There the boats, many used only as pleasure 
craft, were joined by a mixture of lifeboats, 
trawlers, Thames sailing barges, and tugs. 

The first convoy of little ships set sail from 
Ramsgate at 10pm on May 29, and by the next 
day they were streaming across the Channel 
in seemingly unending lines. 

The dangers were great - ships, both large 
and small, were targets for German fighters, 


bombers, submarines and coastal batteries, 
plus the random danger of mines that made 
the crossing unimaginably hazardous. 

Many of the smaller craft headed for the 
beaches, acting as tenders ferrying men from 
the beaches to larger vessels anchored off¬ 
shore. Some of the larger trawlers and drifters 
loaded troops directly in Dunkirk harbour. 

On the evening of June 2, with the German 
forces closing in, Ramsay despatched another 
flotilla of ships, including 13 passenger ships, 
14 minesweepers and 11 destroyers. 

At 11.30pm the historic signal “BEF evacu¬ 
ated” was received from Dunkirk. 

Only one more night of evacuation was pos¬ 
sible. On the night of June 3, a final effort was 
made using British, French, Belgian and Dutch 
ships to bring out as many of the French rear¬ 
guard as possible and more than 26,000 men 
were saved from the advancing German troops. 

In all, around 338,000 troops were rescued 
from Dunkirk, almost two thirds, 200,000, pass¬ 
ing through Dover, Folkestone and Ashford. 

During the nine-day operation the Southern 
Railway laid on a total of 327 special trains, 
which cleared 180,982 troops from Dover. 

Some 4,500 casualties were treated at the 
town’s Buckland Hospital, and all but 50 of 
these seriously ill men were saved. 

During the week of commemorations the 
castle will be manned by re-enactors in 
wartime uniforms and costumes, a memorial 
service will be held, guns will fire in salute, 
and a wreath will be laid.

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Safe Exit success for prostitutes 


THE number of prostitutes 
working the streets has plum¬ 
meted after the launch of a 
scheme aimed at helping sex 
workers, writes Marijke Cox. 

In just seven months, the Safe Exit pro¬ 
gramme in Medway has seen a drop of more 
than 80 per cent in the number of women 
involved in prostitution. 

In August, 2009, the figure was 110 
women, but by March this year, there were 
fewer than 20 working Medway’s streets on 
a frequent basis. Safe Exit was started in 
response to concerns raised by residents, 
who regularly found used condoms and 
drug needles in their gardens. 

Police launched the operation in part¬ 
nership with the NHS, Medway Council 
and the Medway Drug and Alcohol Team. 

The scheme gives women arrested for 
prostitution the opportunity to receive 
housing support, drug treatment and 
help into education. 

Men arrested for kerb-crawling are also 
offered a rehabilitation course. 

Medway councillor Nick Brice was 
arrested by police in November after try¬ 
ing to pick up a prostitute in Rochester. 

The 64-year-old, from Chatham, was 
given a conditional caution and thrown 
out of the Conservative party, but despite 
calls to resign as an independent council¬ 
lor, the shamed politician remains serv¬ 
ing on Medway Council. 

Insp Gary Woodward said the project 
had to be more than just moving prosti¬ 
tutes to another area. 

“We’re trying to change the behaviour 
of the women and also the behaviour of 
the men who use prostitutes,” he said. 

‘This trade has been in Medway for 
many years and until 2009 there had been 
little change in how it was dealt with.” 

Sally (not her real name), who had been 
in the sex industry for 17 years, said 
despite initial reservations about the 
scheme, she now had stability in her life. 


Winning novelist 
hails from city 


A WRITER from Canterbury has won a 
major literary award. 

Rana Dasgupta took the £10,000 best 
book category in the Commonwealth 
Writers’ Prize for his novel, Solo. 

Mr Dasgupta, 38, was bom in Kent but 
now lives in New Delhi. Judges praised his 
book’s “edginess”. 

Solo is an epic tale about the 20th and 
21st centuries told from the perspective of a 
100-year-old Bulgarian man. The annual 
prize recognises literature from the former 
British colonies. 


PC death charge 


A MAN has been charged with causing 
death by dangerous driving after a 
Kent Police officer was killed on duty. 

PC Phillip Pratt, 26, died after being 
struck on June 14, last year. He and 
another officer were diverting traffic 
from the A249 after an accident. 

Stephen Allen Frank Pirie, 48, of 
Ramsgate Road, Broadstairs, 
appeared before Canterbury magis¬ 
trates. His case was transferred to the 
city’s crown court for a preliminary 
hearing on April 26. 


Smoking ban split 


ONLY a slim majority of people who voted 
in a kentnews.co.uk online poll believe 
smoking should not be banned in cars and 
public places. 

Of the 821 who voted, 47 per cent were in 
favour of a ban, while 432 were against. 


“Once I started seeing results it gave me 
more incentive to carry on,” she said. 

Research has shown the average age of 
females entering prostitution is 14 years. It is 
believed all the prostitutes have drug problems. 

But some experts working to help sex work¬ 
ers disputed the figures. They also believe 
programmes such as Safe Exit only go half 
way in helping the women. 

Cari Mitchell, for the English Collection of 
Prostitutes, said decriminalisation was the 
way forward. 

“We applaud what the police are trying to 
do, but this won’t help,” she said. “Those 
involved in the scheme will have been arrest¬ 


ed, which means they have a criminal record. 

“How are they supposed to get a job when an 
employer sees they have a sexual offence on 
their record? When they get fined they then 
have to work the streets to get money to pay.” 

Ms Mitchell also claimed the 80 per cent 
figure was not a true representation of the 
number of women getting their lives back on 
track through Safe Exit. 

“Prostitution is just being driven under¬ 
ground, which means women are more at risk 
from customers,” she said. 

She also disputed suggestions all prostitutes 
were drug addicts: “Seventy per cent are moth¬ 
ers trying to earn money for their families.” 


Phillip Cooper, of the Medway Drug and 
Alcohol Action team, said: “This is not a quick 
fix. We are here for the long run. 

‘We believe that by offering the support 
these women have never had, we can have a 
huge impact on the illegal sex trade.” 

Men who use prostitutes are also targeted. 
Those arrested for kerb-crawling - if it is their 
first offence - are given the chance of rehabili¬ 
tation. If they attend a course, which costs the 
offender £200, they do not go to court. Fifty men 
have take part and none have re-offended.

Don’t take grey 
vote for granted 


IN A world increasingly dominated by 
Facebook, reality TV and Nintendo Wii, it can 
sometimes be too easy to forget about the 
needs of the older generation. 

But while the main parties appear focused 
on wooing first-time voters in the run-up to 
the General Election, they ignore more expe¬ 
rienced members of our society at their peril. 

The over-55s are expected cast four out of 
every 10 votes next month and make up the 
majority in many marginal seats. 

Older people are seen as more likely to stay 
loyal to a party, but that’s a dangerous 
assumption when the parties are now seen as 
being so similar. Loyalty becomes even less 
likely in Kent this year, as eight of the coun¬ 
ty’s MPs - an even split of Labour and Tory - 
have called it a day. 

While policies on property and university 
fees are obviously important for young voters, 
many older people who want reassurances 
about social care, the NHS and transport. The 
parties would do well to remember that.

Your voice can be heard 

B v not voting you give up 
vour right to complain, 
savs the Bishop of Dover

'PLEASE vote’ is a mes¬ 
sage I will be sharing 
widely between now and 
the forthcoming elections. 

I shall be doing so not only 
because I believe that a responsi¬ 
bility to vote is part and parcel of 
enjoying the benefits of living in a 
democracy, but also for the sake 
of the public institutions which 
undergird our common life. 

Since my installation as Bishop 
of Dover in February, I have 
toured many of the regions that 
make up our Diocese, from 
Maidstone to Thanet. During 
these visits I have met several 
MPs and dozens of councillors. 

Without exception, these men 
and women demonstrate behav¬ 
iour that is altruistic and hon¬ 
ourable. They are public servants 
who feel called to serve their 
communities and work hard to 
improve our society. 

I have also seen real evidence 
of politicians seeking partner¬ 
ships in local communities with 
the hope of finding solutions to 
some of the problems in society. 

These leaders admit they are not 
in possession of all the answers, 
nor necessarily have the correct 
resources to hand, and they 
value the contribution of others. 

Partnerships are precious 
things. They require trust, respect 
and a shared sense of hope. 

A partnership, like a marriage, 
is about working towards a com¬ 
mon good - perhaps losing some 


of your own identity, but in the 
process achieving something 
worthwhile as we grow. 

But I’ve also encountered a 
sense of apathy, cynicism and dis¬ 
illusionment to political life, par¬ 
ticularly among young people. 

There is an increasing desire in 
this country to discredit and to 
knock down all institutions and 
political systems. 

I can understand why people 
feel anxious or disillusioned. 

Scandals such as those around 
MPs’ expenses, the cash for ques¬ 
tions, and perceived stories about 
over-powering legislation from 
Europe, have not helped people to 
trust our politicians and leaders. 

Some of those I’ve talked with 
have questioned whether voting 
this time around will make any 
difference. “They’re all the same 
- in it for themselves,” is not an 
uncommon comment. While it 
may be true that on our own we 
cannot change the world, togeth¬ 
er as part of something bigger we 
can. One voice is small, but our 
voices together will be heard. 

I not only want us all to vote, I 
want us to stop discrediting pub¬ 
lic life and I want us to engage 


with our political systems. I ask 
this especially on behalf of those 
vulnerable people who live at the 
margins of society whose voice 
may not be heard. 

If we do not vote and do not 
engage with local and national 
politics we risk decisions being 
made by leaders who do not rep¬ 
resent the people; decisions we 
will be stuck with. Once you give 
up your right to vote, you also 
give up your right to complain. 

By not engaging with politics 
we also risk allowing vast sec¬ 
tions of our shared life to be run 
by focus groups or by the minori¬ 
ty voice derived from ‘public 
consultations’. Sadly it is often a 
small number of people with a 
fixed agenda. 

Before we know it, decisions 
are made by a minority who wish 
to to infuse their will on the 
majority, and our shared life is 
damaged. 

We need diversity in our socie¬ 
ty. God made us to be unique - 
each with different gifts and 
skills. We therefore need that 
diversity to be recognised in our 
society - both in the people elect¬ 
ed as politicians and in the range 



of views that are represented. 

During this election period I 
am encouraging churches to 
arrange hustings so that local 
people can engage with their par¬ 
liamentary candidates. 

I am keen that we ask our aspi¬ 
rant MPs how they propose to 
help people at the margins of 
society. I hope Christians will 
lead the way in asking how can¬ 
didates will protect the poor and 
vulnerable, and make our nation 
a place of fairness and peace. 

We also need to find ways of 
engaging young people in our 
democratic processes. 

Above all, we need to raise the 
educational horizons of disad¬ 
vantaged children so they can 
play their part in building the 
common good. 

Please join me in praying that 
people will vote in the forthcom¬ 
ing elections and perhaps togeth¬ 
er we can make this country a 
better place to live.

Victims need a brave man 


As operations director of Gravesend-based 
charity Family Matters - the UK’s largest 
specialist provider of therapy and support 
for child and adult victims of sexual abuse 
and rape -1 strongly recommend that 
whoever becomes Kent’s next chief 
constable should have a proven track 
record in improving the investigation of 
sexual violence. 

The sexual abuse of children and the 
rape of women, girls and sometimes men 
are pernicious crimes that are all too com¬ 
mon - as Family Matters’ statistics show. 

We provide therapy for 700 men, women 
and children each year and receive 3,000 
calls on our helpline. Rape and sexual 
abuse are a violation of the body that cre¬ 
ates unique trauma, on a par with murder 
and serious assault. Consequently, the 
investigation of these crimes is a unique 
challenge for any police service. 


It is imperative that Kent employs a 
chief constable who has the vision and 
boldness to adopt the Baroness Stem 
inquiry’s recommendation to place the vic¬ 
tim at the centre of the investigation. 

For too long the police have assessed the 
quality of their service to rape victims on 
conviction or attrition rates. Such obses¬ 
sions place the criminal justice system and 
its needs at the centre of investigations 
and not the victim, whose needs are often 
sacrificed on the criminal justice high 
altar, encouraged by its priests and priest¬ 
esses, the judiciary. 

Is the new chief constable sufficiently 
brave and able to make the victim’s expe¬ 
rience of the police investigation the most 
important element and not necessarily the 
outcome?

But, of course, Orpington 
is now in Greater London. I do not think my 
error affects the opinions expressed in my 
previous letter.

ITS hard to see any swank 
appeal in Vauxhairs original 
2003-vintage Meriva baby MPV. 

It was a game little load lugger with 
clever features, but largely anonymous to 
look at and drive. 

The second generation Meriva - available 
to order now from £15,495 and with dealers 
for June 18 - is the opposite. 

It is not only wider and longer, but looks 
a whole lot more stylish with a distinctive 
stepped rear window line. 

And the piece de resistance is something 
in common with the latest generation Rolls- 
Royce Phantom and Ghost models: rear¬ 
ward opening rear doors for easier access. 

Once known as ‘suicide doors’ this format 
was banned in the 1960s, though one sus¬ 
pects fashion had something to do with it too. 

But the concept is back now, with modem 
safety features to prevent kids opening the 
so-called FlexDoors while the car is 
moving. The doors have conventional child 
locks anyway, but they also lock automati¬ 
cally at speeds above 2mph and a green 
light in the door handle goes out, indicating 
that the door cannot be opened.

Diesel flagship is 
given 'six appeal’ 


PEUGEOT has given its popular 
207 hatchback and load-lugging 
SW version ‘six appeal’ with a 
new six-speed manual gearbox 
and a new Euro 5-emisions 
compliant 112bhp HDi flagship 
diesel engine (from £16,245). 

The 207 Sport HDi 110 hatch¬ 
back and SW Sport and Outdoor 
HDi 110 now make way for 
versions with this new power- 
train, offering better perform¬ 
ance, quieter operation and 
much lower C02 emissions. 


The new engine represents a 
better than 50 per cent redesign 
of its predecessor and indicates 
that while small petrol engines 
have clawed back lost ground 
against their diesel rivals over 
the last couple of years, the race 
is still on. 

The changes will be of particu¬ 
lar benefit to the bulkier SW 
version, which acts both as an 
estate and mini-MPV in the 207 
line-up and is more likely to be 
heaviliy laden. 


Chevy stokes up warranty wars 



CHEVROLET is the latest carmaker 
to mobilise for a long-expected 
warranty war. 

Korean sister brands Kia and 
Hyundai have already raised 
tensions with seven and five-year 
guarantees respectively and Fiat has 
dabbled with five-year packages on 
some models to challenge the indus¬ 
try norm of three years. 

And now Chevrolet, which imports 
all of its UK models from Korea, is 
also offering five years on its Aveo 
(from £8,545) supermini and its Ford 
Focus class Cruze (from £12,795) 
saloon. 

To add to the temptation, the 
deal also includes three years’ or 
30,000-miles’ free servicing, though 


Chevy is still calling the whole pack¬ 
age a limited offer until June 30, 
rather than taking on Kia and 
Hyundai properly. 


But it might just be enough to flush 
out a few more warranty offers - it’s 
what people want in these straitened 
times. 



Company car miser 

CITROEN - sister company to Peugeot - has also tweaked the 
1.6-litre diesel offering on its Audi-esque C5 family/company car 
range. 

Though the llObhp unit is retained, it now has greater fuel 
efficiency, lower C02 emissions and, under the new UK road tax 
banding from April 1, is also free from tax in its first year before 
settling to £90 annually thereafter. 

Fuel economy on the combined cycle has been improved by six 
per cent to 56.5mpg - impressive for this relatively big car 
priced from £18,995.

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Classy Passat CC up one 
place in the coupe charts 



RATHER reluctantly, I suspect, 
VW has had a re-think about its 
luxurious and eye-catching Passat 
flagship. 

There is no doubt the Passat CC is class at 
a bargain price from £22,520 - Mercedes- 
Benz would have you pay more than twice 
that for starters to get its own CLS four- 
door/four-seat coupe. 

But perhaps the less well-heeled buyers of 
a CC expect their piece of motoring indul¬ 
gence to work a bit harder for a living, hence 
VWs decision to revise the seating plan to 
take five adults - at a pinch. 

While they were at it, they might have come 



up with a slight change of name too, as I’m 
sure many people are confused by the CC suf¬ 
fix. While other carmakers use it to denote 
coupe convertible, the nearest the Vee-Dub 
comes to that is a panoramic roof option, 
though frameless door windows suggest a full 
convertible was/is on the cards. 

Other tweaks to the new-look CC include 
sat nav and a touchscreen Bluetooth device 
as standard, plus already generous specifica¬ 


tions. VW claims the revisions add up to an 
extra £1,000 of equipment even on the entry 
model, yet the CC entry price has edged up 
£515 over the model it replaces. 

Perhaps the new seating plan will now 
deliver the higher sales level this classy look¬ 
ing car deserves. 

Forget any assumption this is simply a 
Passat saloon wearing a new hat - the racy 
CC is longer, wider and some 5cms lower 
than its prim sister. 

And now it can carry the same number of 
people, though rear headroom is compro¬ 
mised slightly by that lower roofline. 

There is more boot space too - 47 litres 
extra to impress the golfing set. 



KITT car tops 
poll of nation's 
telly favourites 

TWO of the nation’s star cars are back on TV, 
prompting a national poll of the motoring 
favourites viewers would most like to own.

NISSAN’S GT-R not only looks 
like a Transformer robot, but 
metamorphoses seamlessly from 
supercar to everyday motor. 

How many top performance machines can 
do that? 

Of course, the GT-R does not have an every¬ 
day fuel habit - you’ll be lucky to get anywhere 
near the combined consumption figure of 
22.8mpg - but, in supercar terms it costs 
everyday money 

Prices start at £59,400, peanuts for the 
technology built into a car which has real 
heritage in the eyes of aficionados even if most 
UK consumers know little about its predeces¬ 
sors, variously labelled Skyline and GT-R 
(Gran Turismo Racing). 

The sporty Skyline heritage can be traced 
back to 1964, but it was not until the 1989 GT- 
R arrived that the car was truly on the world 
motoring map and an Australian magazine 
coined the name Godzilla to describe its mon¬ 
strous performance and ability - even then it 
featured four-wheel drive and steering. 

The name stuck, and a reputation as Japan’s 
one and only genuine supercar. 

It still has monstrous vital statistics: full¬ 
time all-wheel drive, smooth twin-turbo 485 
PS (478bhp) 3.8-litre V6 engine, 0-62mph in 
3.5 seconds and a maximum of 193mph, 
twin-clutch automatic gearbox, three han¬ 
dling/ride settings and an ultra-low drag body 
(0.27 drag coefficient) with FI car-style down 
force with input from Lotus no less.

Unfortunately, there is another: 298 g/km 
of C02 emissions puts Godzilla in the top 
bracket for road tax - a whopping £950 in the 
first year under the new system and £435/year 
thereafter. 

On the other hand, if you’ve the wherewithal 
to afford one, don’t need to fill up at Tesco for the 
extra points and couldn’t give a stuff what peo¬ 
ple think of your stand on global warming, then 
you’re not going to worry about the road tax. 

You will hardly care either that your GT-R 
probably won’t hold its value as well as a 



Porsche 911 even if it costs a lot less when 
you consider all the extra kit that comes as 
standard. 

And it is the ultimate statement for someone 
who loves technology plus a dollop of bespoke 
tailoring - the drivetrain is hand-built - and 
you don’t pay a hefty price in convenience for it. 

It is a 2+2, but I’ve seen far worse rear ‘seats’ 


and the boot is huge, while the cabin is far 
classier than I expected, with good quality 
leather seats and dashboard -1 liked the way 
a section of that moves up and down with any 
steering wheel adjustment. 

Above all though, Nissan’s supercar is an 
eye-catching, entertaining and surprisingly 
refined car to drive. 

Sometimes it is hard to just squeeze the 
throttle without the prodigious power making 
the car leap from the start, but it’s just silky 
smooth on the power and gear-changing front 
after that, whether using full auto or changing 
gear using the steering wheel paddles. 

The all-wheel drive set-up favours the rear 
in the best sports car traditions, but up to 50 
per cent of the power can switch automatical¬ 
ly to the front to improve traction and stabili¬ 
ty in tricky conditions - this is a sporting car 
that could have lived with the recent snow. 

There are three damper settings to suit 
handling and ride requirements: R is for high 
performance, but you would need a track day 
to explore it; Sports is probably the default 
setting and had me constantly marvelling at 
the car’s handling in relation to comfort; and 
then there is Comfort, which does what its 
suggests, but seemed superfluous when the 
mid-choice is so good. 

Nissan won’t import many GT-Rs, but each 
one speaks volumes for the marque’s technical 
ability, ambition and confidence.

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BUSINESS leaders in Kent have 
waded into a row about raising 
National Insurance contributions 
in 2011, if Labour returns to power 
after the General Election. 

But while Kent members 
of the Institute of Directors 
(IoD) welcomed the pre¬ 
election challenge to Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, 
they also took the Tories to 
task for belated backing on 
an issue the institute raised 
five months ago. 

The IoD, which repre¬ 
sents some 15,000 business 
leaders in the southern 
region, including Kent, has long believed that 
a National Insurance (NI) hike would harm an 
already fragile economy. 

Chris Dodson, IoD regional chairman, said: 
“While we welcome the fact that the

Conservatives have now decided to support a 
reversal, they are a little late to the party. 

“And, while many leaders of big corporations 
have also thrown their hats into the ring, this 
should not detract from the stark truth that a 
rise in NI payments would be a blow to small 
and medium-sized businesses.” 

He quoted a survey of 1,800 IoD members 


where 76 per cent thought the rise would be 
negative for the economy, while 43 per cent 
went as far as saying they might avoid hiring 
new staff. 

The IoD’s established stance on boosting 
recovery and clawing back the UK’s mounting 
debt is cuts to the public sector - contrary to 
the Government and New Labour position. 


Miles Templeman, IoD’s director-general 
and chairman of Faversham brewer Shepherd 
Neame, said: “A reversal of the NI hike, 
instead of taking money out of the economy, as 
some economists and politicians claim, would 
allow businesses to use those resources to 
increase investment and create new jobs. 

“Clearly we need to get the deficit down 
quickly, but the way to do that is to grasp the 
nettle on public sector spending, not with tax 
hikes on business. Cutting spending involves 
tough political decisions but these will have to 
be taken sooner rather than later. 

“The narrow debate on NI suggests that 
most politicians have yet to understand this 
point, or at least communicate it to voters.” 

There has been other heavyweight support 
from leading UK bosses and notably from 
Marks and Spencer’s Sir Stuart Rose, who 
reckons Labour’s NI proposals would cost his 
company £10m a year and was incensed by Mr 
Brown’s claim that he and senior business 
leaders had been duped by the Tories’ opposi¬ 
tion on this issue.

Salary exchange 
worth its salt 


ONE way of saving and investing more 
money - that has been available for a long 
time but many do not take advantage of - 
is salary sacrifice. 

Increasingly it is being called salary 
exchange, which is perhaps a better 
description as the system means you 
switch salary in exchange for another type 
of benefit. One method of structuring 
salary exchange is to give up a certain 
amount of salary and ask that your 
employer contributes the money to a pen¬ 
sion for you instead. 

The main advantage is you can ask your 
employer to add the National Insurance 
they would have had to pay HMR&C if it 
had been paid as salary to the pension con¬ 
tribution amount, as pension contributions 
do not attract National Insurance. 


Sensible 


Some employers may have pension 
schemes which are not flexible and some 
may not wish to adapt their payroll to 
accommodate such requests. But by asking, 
you have nothing to lose and everything to 
gain. 

With both inflation and taxes likely to 
rise over the coming years, using the tax 
system to bolster your savings, perfectly 
legitimately, is a sensible move. 

As an example: for an employee earning 
£24,000 a year, currently paying pension 
contributions of £100 per month gross, this 
would mean a deduction of £80 per month 
net from their bank account from their 
take-home pay. It results in £1,200 per year 
saved into the pension. 

If that employee switched enough salary 
to end up with the same take-home pay as 
when they paid the pension contribution 
themselves - but instead had the pension 
contribution paid by their employer - along 
with National Insurance savings it would 
result in pension contributions of more 
than £1,350 a year, which over time will 
make a difference and for nil cost. 

Seek financial advice if this appeals to 
you, but speak to your employer first to see 
if they are willing to assist.

HIGH-speed cross-Channel train 
operator Eurostar defied econom¬ 
ic gloom by posting a five per cent 
sales surge in the first quarter of 
this year. 

The revenue of £178 million compares with 
£168m for the same period in 2009, and was 
shadowed by a passenger rise to two million 
against early 2009. 

However, it was not British and 
Continental passengers who drove the 
increase - travellers from overseas markets 
increased by 22 per cent - although leisure 
passengers travelling between the UK and 
the Continent went up by six per cent. 

This more than offset a slump in business 
travel over the past six months and also 
delivered a psychological boost after 
Eurostar’s much publicised technical prob¬ 
lems during pre-Christmas cold weather. 

The company had several trains break 
down in the Channel Tunnel and services 
were suspended for three days during one of 
the busiest and most sensitive periods. 

The train firm is now attempting a re¬ 
structure from a partnership between three 
railway companies - London & Continental 
Railways and the national rail operators of 
France and Belgium, SNCF and SNCB - 
into a single corporate entity. 

Eurostar CEO Nicolas Petrovic said: “I am 
very pleased that we are moving closer to the 
new corporate structure which will stream- 
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line decision-making, deliver consistency of 
service standards across the three countries 
and ensure the business is well placed to 
compete in an open access world.” 

Eurostar also aims to better integrate its 
services with other Continental high-speed 
networks to increase the number of destina¬ 
tions offered. 

A trial is under way with SNCF allowing 
Eurostar passengers to travel to Provence 
via Lille, using reserved coaches on connect¬ 
ing French TGVs. If customer reaction is pos¬ 
itive, Eurostar aims to add other cities. 

On the marketing front, a new leisure loy¬ 
alty scheme has been launched, Eurostar 
Plus, giving cashbacks to passengers who 
travel on leisure tickets. 

Mr Petrovic said: “While there is still 
uncertainty about the economic outlook, we 
have seen a big increase in leisure travel 
over the last three months, not just from the 
Continent but from overseas markets. 

“We are also seeing growing evidence of 
travellers wanting to switch from plane to 
high-speed train for longer, connecting 
journeys. 

“Ensuring our customers can enjoy seam¬ 
less connections to other destinations on the 
Continent is a key priority and we are com¬ 
mitted to making that experience easy and 
efficient.” 


Apex move gets to the point 


ABOUT 50 jobs are likely to be created by finan¬ 
cial services company Apex Credit Management 
expanding into Kent. 

The move adds more momentum to a posi¬ 
tive trend in the finance sector since the start of 
2010, said Locate in Kent chief executive Paul 
Wookey. 

“Despite the economic climate, prospects for 
Kent have remained positive,” he said. “Since 
the beginning of 2010 we have seen seven 
financial services companies expand in or relo¬ 
cate to Kent, creating 278 new jobs - a testa¬ 
ment to the county and what it has to offer.

Strategic step 
in composting 
acquisition no 
wasted effort 


SIGNS of growth in the recycling 
sector have been underlined by 
an acquisition that will consoli¬ 
date two Kent waste sites. 

Countrystyle, a leading waste manage¬ 
ment company in the South East and opera¬ 
tor of a composting plant at Sittingboume, 
has acquired organics recycling business 
TJ Composting, for an undisclosed sum. 

The takeover brings four sites but, most 
notably, TJ Composting’s South London 
facility in Swanley, which has planning per¬ 
mission pending for a 46,000-tonne-a-year 
anaerobic digestion (AD) facility for envi- 
ronmentally-friendly treatment of food and 
green waste and generating renewable 
energy. 

Most green and food waste going into the 
facilities of the new-look company comes 
from local authority sites and trade material 
from landscapers, where it is then processed 
into nutrient-rich compost. 

The compost is then supplied to ground 
maintenance contractors including garden- 
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ers, farmers, landscapers and horticulturists, 
as well as the company’s partnership local 
authorities. TJ Composting MD Charlie 
Trousdell said: ‘We recognised some time 
ago that TJ needed to work with a larger 
company if it was to develop AD at its sites. 

“When Countrystyle approached us with a 
view to purchase it seemed an ideal fit, espe¬ 
cially with Countrystyle’s strong presence in 
Kent and track record in developing organic 
waste treatment methods.” 

The move greatly expands the composting 
side of Countrystyle Group across the region, 
highlighting its growth through the need to 
divert waste from landfill and conversion 
into reusable materials or carbon-efficient 
energy. 

‘We are delighted with the acquisition and 
see this as an important strategic step in our 
development plan, which has seen the com¬ 
pany grow steadily across the South East,” 
said Countrystyle MD Mat Stewart.

AIRPORT chiefs at Lydd have suffered a further 
setback to their £25 million expansion plans for the 
Romney Marsh site, writes Business Editor 
Steve Loader. 

The Government Office for the South East (GOSE) originally set a 
deadline for Thursday, April 22, on whether to refer the proposed 
new terminal building and runway extension scheme to the 
Secretary of State for Communities and Local Government. 

But disappointed airport administrators heard this week that the 
referral decision had now been deferred until June 11, because of the 
general election on May 6. 

The airport’s managing director, Jonathan Gordon, said: “It’s 
regrettable that our multi-million-pound investment plans, which 
will help boost the economic fortunes of Romney Marsh and create 
500 jobs, are on hold again. 

“We have already spent more than four years and nearly £2m in 
painstakingly preparing our applications, which the democratically 
elected members of Shepway District Council voted overwhelmingly 
to support at their meeting on March 3, so the prospect of waiting 
until the summer for a decision is exasperating. 

Compelling case 

“Despite this, we remain confident that the Secretary of State will 
agree we have put forward a compelling case for allowing the con¬ 
trolled development of the airport.” 

After a stormy seven-hour meeting, Shepway council voted by 27 
to 12 to allow the construction of a 294-metre runway extension plus 
a 150-metre starter extension and a new terminal capable of han¬ 
dling up to 500,000 passengers a year. 

The airport is currently used mostly by small private aircraft, 
though there is a regular service to Le Touquet and plans for a sim¬ 
ilar operation to Jersey from July, but it is a long way from the 1950s 
and 60s when specially adapted aircraft carried cars and passengers 
across the Channel to Le Touquet and neighbouring upmarket 
resorts. 

With costs and overheads soaring at London’s main airports, Lydd 
- or London Ashford as the management prefers - hopes it can join 
other small regional airports operating medium-haul flights, using 
Boeing 737 and equivalent Airbus aircraft like those operated by 
Ryanair and EasyJet. 

But the scheme has been dogged by protests on environmental and 
wildlife grounds, while the anti-campaign has also used the site’s 
potentially hazardous proximity to Dungeness nuclear power station 
as a further support for its arguments.

PENTATHLON GB are planning 
to set up a permanent presence at 
Medway Park after the venue 
successfully staged a World Cup 
series event last weekend.

“In a way I think it actually superseded last 
year’s Ciystal Palace World Championships. 

“I was approached by a number of colleagues 
from other countries who were very compli¬ 
mentary. They were actually saying this is like 
an Olympic set-up, that’s how highly they rate 
it and how all of us feel about it.” 

Pentathlon GB are now hoping to stage a 
junior international event at Medway 
Park next year as a result of last week¬ 
end’s successes. 

The ties are set to be further strength¬ 
ened with a development centre estab¬ 
lished at the venue within the next 12 
months. Under the plans, fencing and 
shooting facilities would be set up and a 
full-time development officer provided to 
run the programme. 

Dominic Mahony, Pentathlon GB team 
leader, believes once in place it would boost 
the sport’s profile across the county. 

He said: “There were three athletes from 
Kent in the World Cup and once we have the 
centre up and running there’s no reason why 
there shouldn’t be more. 

“There’s lots of knowledge here within the 
set-up about what pentathlon is, which is fan¬ 
tastic. We’ll provide the coaching support and 
the technical input and let’s hope there are 
lots of Medway kids coming through in the 
future. It’s planned for this year, but certain¬ 
ly within the next 12 months.”

Fleet vice-chaiman’s 
resignation down to 
‘naive’ online owners

TROUBLED Ebbsfleet United’s 
problems have been compounded 
by the shock resignation of vice- 
chairman Roly Edwards, just 
nine months into the job. 

In tendering his resignation to chairman 
Duncan Holt he said he had taken the deci¬ 
sion in protest at the way website owners 
MyFootballClub were running the Fleet. 

A local boy and Fleet fan since his father 
took him to see an FA Cup tie against 
Sunderland in 1964, he said he could not 
stomach watching the club decline. 

In a stinging broadside aimed at 
MyFootballClub, he insisted: “They have put 
together a model that simply doesn’t work. 

“Everything at the club was fine when we 
had 20,000 to 30,000 subscribers. 

“But those numbers have since dwindled 
to a fraction of what they were.” 

He believes the club’s best course of action 
would be to start the search for new investors. 

“The job of getting new investors involved 
should have started long ago,” he said. 

“The club is crying out for new investment, 
but things have been allowed to drift. 
Positive action needs to be taken, but noth¬ 
ing is being done. 

‘Yes, I resigned in protest because of the 
way the club was being run. It’s not that I 
couldn’t cope with the challenge of being 
vice-chairman, but I was banging my head 
against a brick wall, and so were others. 

“It’s a sad day because I love the club, but 
the supporters need to be made aware.” 

It is not the first time Edwards has 
resigned from a position at the club. He pre¬ 


viously stepped down in June last year as 
secretary, citing budget cuts and the decision 
to release former assistant manager Alan 
Kimble following MyFootballClub’s decision 
to slash the wage bill. 

Foolish 

He said then what he is saying now, 
protesting over the way the club is being run. 

“I was getting frustrated with how long it 
took for things to happen,” he said. 

“There are a lot of good people at MyFC 


doing a lot of good work, but I do feel they 
have been naive. 

“The whole concept is still evolving. It 
would be foolish not to fear for the club’s 
future.” 

Fleet chairman Duncan Holt was unavail¬ 
able for comment, but manager Liam Daish 
said: “I’m sorry to see Roly go, but the sheer 
frustration got to him. 

“Roly has been around this club for more 
than 15 years so he is fully entitled to have 
his say.”

“No sooner had we won the title than I was 
being asked about breaking up the squad, 
bringing in new players and would we sur¬ 
vive in Conference South?

Kent head coach Paul Farbrace speaks to sports editor GLENN PEARSON 
about the county club’s pursuit of a new international bowler and why it 
has become difficult to sign an overseas player for a whole season 



THE recruitment of overseas crick¬ 
eters has become a minefield for 
county clubs with international and 
Indian Premier League (IPL) 
schedules denying them the chance 
to sign a player for a whole season. 

Long gone are the days of an overseas pro 
putting in a shift over a whole summer with a 
county - instead clubs are having to look at 
several players for short spells during a sea¬ 
son as they navigate their way around inter¬ 
national and IPL timetables. 

At Kent, head coach Paul Farbrace and 
skipper Rob Key sensibly identified their two 
targets for the season and then signed them 
on contracts months before the beginning of 
the summer. While in essence that is a good 
way to go about things, the nature of interna¬ 
tional cricket, coupled with other high-profile 
tournaments, means inevitably circum¬ 
stances change. 

Last year Kent signed Stuart Clark, but 
later had to look elsewhere because he was 
called up for Australia during the county sea¬ 
son. Ahead of this season, Clark again signed 
for Kent, but this time he declared he would¬ 
n’t be fit enough to last the three months of his 
contract and Farbrace has been looking for a 
replacement ever since. 

A new overseas bowler has now been identi¬ 
fied and signed, again before the start of the 
season, but then comes the next brick wall to 
navigate around - the work permit. Farbrace 
has been putting the hard yards in behind the 
scenes to get the player in and provide Key 
with options on the field, particularly with 
Kent having such limited numbers in the 
bowling department. 

Exciting 

It’s hoped the county will know whether 
they have been successful either way towards 
the end of next week, with the championship 
game against Lancashire at Old Trafford on 
April 27 the cut-off period - as far as Kent are 
concerned. 

“We are still working to the Lancashire 
away game but if it was reduced from that 
then maybe it wouldn’t be as an exciting 
proposition,” he said. “All the time he is 
available for four or five championship games, 
it’s worth doing. 

“I’m working hard with people in India and 
elsewhere to make it happen. 

“It is a tough process and I understand why 
it is there, but it does make it difficult to bring 
people in. There is a lot of trust with people 
you are working with and I’m sure my phone 
bill will be high this month, but it will be 
worth it if we get him in.” 

The emergence of the IPL and the seeming¬ 
ly insatiable thirst for Twenty20 cricket 
means it’s the cricketers that now hold all the 
cards. They can pick and choose where, and 
perhaps more importantly, which competi¬ 
tions they want to play in and invariably it 
revolves around the 20-over format. 

While recruiting an overseas player at Kent 
has occupied a great deal of Farbrace’s time over 
the last couple of months, he feels the experi¬ 
ence and influence an international import can 
bring to a club makes it worthwhile. 

“I like the idea of having overseas players in 
all forms of the game because not only is it 
good for members and spectators to watch, it’s 
also good for the players,” he said. “ You can 
look back in the past at county cricket and say 


a lot of players have benefited from the over¬ 
seas player. When Martin van Jaarsveld first 
came to Kent he had only just finished play¬ 
ing Test cricket and his work ethic is a plus 
for everyone at the club.” 

Yet while T20 cricket reigns supreme, coun¬ 
ty clubs such as Kent may in the near future 
find themselves only having overseas players 
available for limited overs cricket, which 
would force them to recruit, and play, just 
local talent in the county championship. 

It’s something Farbrace believes could hap¬ 
pen in the future. 

He said: “The difficult thing for champi¬ 


onship cricket is players can earn a fortune 
playing T20 cricket around the world - and 
obviously IPL is a big thing - so if you can 
earn huge amounts in six weeks playing T20 
cricket, why would you want to spend three 
months charging in bowling fast day in, day 
out here? 

“I can understand them not wanting to do 
that, and if you are not going to get the best 
there may come a time where you say ‘let’s 
just have them for T20 cricket and let’s focus 
on our own boys for championship cricket’. I 
wouldn’t be against that, I don’t think that’s 
a problem.” 


New book a 
waits and all 
lale of Kent 


AS TITLES go, Trophies and Tribulations has a 
distinctly accurate ring for a book covering the 
fortunes of Kent County Cricket Club over the 
past four decades. 

Written by journalists Clive Ellis and Mark 
Pennell, the book purports to be the first 
account of Kent’s glorious, and more recently 
inglorious, years told from the viewpoint of the 
men who were there. 

The authors have assembled an impressive 
cast of interviewees, including every living 
captain from the era and a host of players and 
coaches. 

Pennell said: “A few 
books have been writ¬ 
ten about that period, 
but this is the first writ¬ 
ten through the eyes 
of the players, with the 
benefit of hindsight to 
a certain extent.” 

Ellis, a Kent sup¬ 
porter once of the 
Daily Telegraph, wrote 
the first two sections 
of the book, detailing 
the club’s golden era 
from 1967 to 1978 and 
the wilderness years 
to 1992. 

Pennell, who began 
covering Kent in 1993, 
tackles the period up to the present day. 

“One brilliant thing was the honesty of the 
players,” Pennell said. “They were open and 
forthright. During my period one of the most 
controversial episodes was when Mark 
Ealham left, but looking back at it he’s older 
and wiser and sees the bigger picture.” 

The poisonous dressing room split in 2004, 
when there was an open revolt against acting 
captain Ed Smith, leading to chairman Mike 
Denness’ resignation, also features. 

Trials and Tribulations is launched this 
Thursday at Waterstone’s in Rose Lane, 
Canterbury, starting at 7pm. 


Dallas prepared to go the 
distance in bid for title shot 


UNBEATEN heavyweight fighter Tom Dallas 
pulls no punches when it comes to assessing his 
boxing future, writes Mick Watkins. 

The 24-year-old from Chatham has designs 
on a future Southern Area title fight, but 
first must find his way past Tyne and Wear’s 
Dave Ferguson at the Goresbrook Leisure 
Centre in Dagenham on May 14. 

The former ABA amateur finalist, who 
works as a roofer outside the ring, said: “I’m 13 
in the British rankings, he’s at number 11, so 
if I beat him I move up and am close to the top- 
10. I’ve also been told if I beat Ferguson I’m in 
line for a shot at the Southern Area title.” 

The Ferguson fight is over six rounds but 
Dallas says he is in condition to go further 
after tough sparring sessions with John 
McDermott, and earlier WBA heavyweight 
champion David Haye before the Bermondsey 
man fought giant Nicolai Valuev. 

“I was surprised at how small he was, but 
he’s so quick and a great counter-puncher 
who’s difficult to hit,” Dallas said. “When we 
sparred he was on the back foot all the time, 
but if you throw a punch and miss, he’ll 
counter your one punch with five. And he 
hits hard too. 


“So far most of my fights have only gone a 
round or two, but the kind of sparring I’ve 
been doing gives me confidence because I 
know I can fight flat out over the distance if 
I need to.” 

Outside the ropes, Dallas also turns out for 
Gravesend Rugby Club and last Saturday took 
to the field for the last game of the season for 
the first XV, who have won promotion to 
National 3 South East. However, from now on, 
boxing gloves will take precedence over the 
oval ball. 

“That was my last game for a while,” he 
said. “Now I’m on the verge of moving up 
in the British rankings, I’m concentrating 
on boxing. Rugby’s great but if I get 
injured all my boxing training goes out of 
the window.” 

So the future is very much in Dallas’ 
hands and over the next year his aim 
is to gatecrash the top-10 of the 
British heavyweight rankings. ^

Stimson calls for Hartlepool points penalty 


GILLINGHAM manager Mark 
Stimson has called for Hartlepool 
United to be hit with a points 
penalty after they fielded an ineli¬ 
gible player earlier this month. 

Gary Liddle played 90 minutes 
in Hartlepool’s 2-0 win against 
Brighton on Easter Monday, but 
the midfielder should have been 
suspended after picking up his 
10th booking of the season two 
days earlier. 

The Football Association has 
charged both the player and club 
under rule El 0 - failure to comply 
with a decision of the associa¬ 


tion. Both have until April 26 to 
respond. 

Chris Turner, United’s director 
of sport, has protested the 
club’s innocence and told local 
reporters he hoped “common 
sense prevails”. 

A points penalty is a possibility, 
and with Hartlepool beginning 
the weekend four points ahead of 
the Gills, if enforced it would 
bring Turner’s side back into the 
League One relegation scrap. 

Stimson did not play Curtis 
Weston, who had nine bookings 
for the season, at Millwall last 


weekend to avoid the risk of a 
two-game ban. He feels a deduc¬ 
tion is the only just option. 

“We could have had [Weston] 
get 10 bookings, played him and 
then said after the event ‘oh, I’m 
sorry, but thanks for the three 
points’. That can’t be right, can 
it?,” he said. 

“There’s no way they can keep 
the points - they played a player 
who was suspended. They have 
done something wrong and 
unfortunately they’ve got to take 
the punishment. The only punish¬ 
ment I can see which would be 


fair for everybody is to take the 
three points off them.” 

Stimson, however, doesn’t 
believe there was anything sinis¬ 
ter about Hartlepool’s actions. 

He said: “I just think it’s been a 
bad mistake. Unfortunately 
someone’s made a big boob, 
that’s why I’m lucky we have a 
fantastic secretary in Gwen 
[Poynter]. I try and keep track of 
everything but she is bang on the 
button. I think that’s why she’s 
been employed at the club for so 
many years, there’s not a lot that 
gets past her.”

FAST bowler Robbie Joseph is 
in line to make a comeback 
for next week’s LV= County 
Championship clash against 
Yorkshire after almost 11 
months on the sidelines. 

Joseph’s return to spearhead the Kent 
attack will be a major boost after the 
county were able to field just two senior 
seamers in Amjad Khan and Azhar 
Mahmood for the championship game 
at Nottinghamshire, which ends today. 

The 28-year-old sent down just 150 
overs in all competitions last season after 
dislocating his shoulder fielding in two 
separate games at the beginning of the 
summer. 

The second, in a Twenty20 game against 
Surrey at the Brit Oval in June, spelt the 
end of Joseph’s season and it was decided 
towards the end of the summer that he 
would go under the knife. 

The Antiguan-bom quick reported back 
for pre-season and was able to bowl in the 
nets at St Lawrence, but suffered a set¬ 
back over Christmas when he felt soreness 
in the shoulder. 

A trip to the Caribbean where he worked 
with club physio Nimmo Reid has helped 
and put him in with a chance of playing in 
Kent’s first home game of the season 
against Yorkshire, starting on Wednesday. 

With Simon Cook (side strain) and 
Dewald Nel (back) also missing the trip to 
Trent Bridge, head coach Paul Farbrace is 
hopeful all three seamers will be available 
next week, but he also warned Joseph 


would not be rushed back too quickly. 

“He is not far away, but it is a long sea¬ 
son and we don’t want to rush him in too 
soon,” he said. “We are not setting a time 
on it because we don’t want to set him 
back on his recovery.” 

Joseph is champing at the bit to get back 
involved in the side, but is aware it has to 
be the right time as a recurrence of the old 
injury could prove costly. 

He said: “I’m hoping to be closer but it all 
depends on how my shoulder reacts to 
bowling. It’s all down to whether I can 
bowl 40 overs in a game when needed, 
because seven or eight overs isn’t going to 
cut it. You have to be prepared for the hard 
work and do it properly. 

“It doesn’t help the team that I am 
injured, but if I come back and it still isn’t 
right, then it doesn’t help them either.” 

On paper Kent’s new ball bowling attack 
with Joseph lining up alongside Amjad 
Khan is potentially one of the best in the 
division. They played just once together 
last season before Joseph limped out of the 
defeat to Essex at Tunbridge Wells in June 
with injury, but feels they showed enough 
there to give cause for optimism. 

“We have worked very well together in 
the past,” he said. “The good thing about 
us is that we are different; I bring bounce 
and he is skiddy. It works and having 
something different means we are going to 
cause problems. I just want to get out 
there and compete and getting to the top 
of my game. When I come back I want to 
be ready and better than before.” 

Kent take on Yorkshire at St Lawrence 
in the championship on Wednesday, play 
starts at 11am.
